BO Mr. Brown is acting as chaige lie 
reports continued fighting near Conte- 
peque, in the neighboihood of the 
place wheie Regalado was killed The 
aggressive 
attitude of Salvador to- 


ward Guatemala was. Mr. Brown says, 
really on account c* the personal acts 
of Regalado's Hoops, consequently his 
death has removed the principal ob- 
stacle to the restoration of peace. The 
situation in Guatemala City was very 
satisfactory. 
Maitial law had been 


declaied and peifcct order and secur- 
ity exists. 


From these advices the impression 


is given heie that President Cabrera 
of Guatemala holds the key to the sit- 
uation, and the question of war or 
peace depends upon the success of the 
efforts which the btate depaitment is 
now making to induce him to forego 
attacking either Salvador or Honduras 
In retaliation for the part played in 
the attempted revolution by the Sal- 
vadorean tioops under Regalado. It 
is repoited to the state department 
that Cabrera has gathered a force of 
40,000 men under arms, which is re- 
garded as a distinct menace to the 
neighboring states, and he will be 
asked to disband this force upon sat- 
isfac ry assurance that no further 
movement shall be directed against 
him from without
